CURRYS WARNS OF 
XMAS SHORTAGES 


MICROSOFT’S new XBox 360, Apple’s 
iPod and the Sony PSP console will be 
in short supply this Christmas, the firm 
behind Currys warned last night. 

DSG International warned of huge demand for 
the gadgets, expected to be this year’s must-haves. 


But the Dixons and Currys electrical goods retailer 
said it expected to hammer its competitors in what will 


be a tough Christmas. 


Chief exec John Clare said the group’s stores, which 


also operate under the PC 
World and The Link ban- 
ners, were well-prepared 
for the crucial festive 
period, with strong 
ranges and good deals. 
“We have held our own 
or better in our markets 
and I see no reason we 
shouldn’t be able to do 
that over Christmas,” he 
boasted. 
Bargains 
Shoppers should find 
plenty of bargains as 
deflation in the electrical 
goods market continues. 
Computers are about 
16% cheaper than last 
year while the cost of Sat 
Nav gear has tumbled. 
DSG, which is Britain’s 
biggest electrical goods 
retailer, makes 40% of its 
sales and 60% of its prof- 
its over the eight-week 
Christmas trading period. 
It reported a further fall 
in sales at Currys, 
Dixons, PC World and 
The Link yesterday as the 
slowdown on the high 
street took its toll. 
Clare said while there 
had been no significant 
deterioration in UK trad-

bluff carried out by World Series of Poker 
Champ Stu Ungar. 


FAMOUS BLUFFS 
It’s 1997 at the World Series final table and Stu 
Ungar looks to be in the driving seat. Having 
been chip leader from the outset you might 
have expected Stu to coast a little. Not a bit of 
it. Stu attacked anyone and everyone and raised 
on seven successive hands. Was he bluffing? 
You can bet on it, but none of the other players 
wanted to risk elimination by challenging him. 
Eventually, Vegas pro Ronald Stanley managed 
to steal the blinds a couple of times and 
positioned himself just $200,000 shy of Ungar’s 
mighty stash. 

It looked like Stanley was about to overtake 
Ungar and inevitably they ended up in the kind 
of heads up ordinary poker players dream 
about. Ungar is in the big blind and Stanley 
simply calls. The flop comes down Ace of 
Spades, Nine of Hearts, Six of Spades. Ron 
Stanley, an extremely savvie pro, had noted 
every time Ungar flopped top pair with an Ace, 
he checked the flop and bet the turn. Stu again 
checked behind Stanley, indicating he may well 
have the Ace again. The turn produced an Eight 
and Stanley, nursing a Nine in his hand and 
second pair, wagered $25,000. Stu immediately 
raised $60,000 and Stanley replied with a call. 
The river threw down a King. Stanley checked 
and Ungar bet $225,000. Ron Stanley pondered 
momentarily and folded. In typical psycho style 
Ungar turned up his hole cards to reveal Queen 
and Ten. He had nothing. It was a mega bluff 
and Stanley had thrown away the top hand. 


The very best use of the bluff comes when 
the community cards are indicating that a 
probable flush or a straight are out there. A 
big bet winging in when there’s say three 
Spades on the board or three consecutive 
cards is going to be treated much more 
seriously than a big bet coming in when the 
board isn’t betraying anything of a 
particularly threatening nature. Keep your 
eye out for these situations as they develop 
and be ready to load up if it fits in with 
your strategy for the hand.

He meant overs — but was right on 
the wickets score, too. Yousuf’s 
dismissal ended a fourth-wicket stand 
of 56 and Afridi had slaughtered the 
England attack in his first innings 92.

JIMMY FLOYD HASSELBAINK tonight returns to the 
scene where his career almost stalled, intent on under- 
lining his status as one of Europe’s top marksmen. 


The Middlesbrough striker, 33, has come a long way from the time 
when he mustered just two goals in 35 games for AZ Alkmaar after an 
equally dud spell at Telstar. 

Having spent three months in prison for handling stolen goods and 
becoming involved with drug dealers 
during his troublesome teen years, 
Hasselbaink’s prospects both on and off 
the pitch looked grim. 

But his career took off 13 years ago 
when he swapped Dutch football for a life 
in Portugal with Campomaiorense. And 
he’s not looked back since those 
traumatic times in Alkmaar. 

And while Hasselbaink flew into 
Holland last night for Boro’s UEFA 
Cup tie against their chief rivals in 
Group D insisting he has nothing to 
prove, he declared: “I’m 10 times the 
player I was back then. 

“At the start of my career I didn’t help 
myself and wasn’t professional enough. 

“T was always late. I skipped training. I 
used to lie in and say I was ill. I thought 
Td already made it. I was too big for my 
boots. I thought they couldn’t sack me. 

“When Alkmaar released me I looked 
for another club but no one wanted me or 
couldn’t offer the money I needed to pay 
my rent, my car, water, gas and all those 
things. That’s why I went non-league.” 


Strange 


Hasselbaink hasn’t stopped scoring 
since moving to Portugal having played 
for Leeds, Chelsea and Boro as well as 
Boavista and Atletico Madrid. 

He added: “Gradually, people started 
putting their arms around my shoulders 
and believing in me. 

“Tt is quite strange how in Holland 
nobody believed in me and I didn’t get 
the opportunity and I had to go 
abroad to produce the goods.” 

Hasselbaink revisited his eventful past 
in his recently published autobiography 
and believes fate has decreed Boro and 
AZ are drawn in the same group. 

He said: “It’s strange doing the book 
and then going back. It’s good timing but 
it’s quite frightening. 

“I will be coming back 10 times better. 
I’ve achieved something while I’ve been 
gone. I’ve become a Dutch international. 

“I can go back with my head held high 
and they will look at me as having done 
something.” 

Boro boast a 100 per cent record after 
two games, while the Dutch side have

three points having played just once.

PENALTY hero Robert Pires yesterday confirmed he will 
see out his contract at Arsenal as he predicted the 
Gunners could at last be on the brink of European glory. 
Pires was the match winner in Switzerland on Tuesday 
when he came off the bench to replace Thierry Henry and 
calmly converted an 88th-minute penalty for the only goal 


of the game against FC Thun. 


His winner ensured Arsenal maintained their 100 per 
cent record in the Champions League this season — a com- 
petition in which Arsene Wenger’s side have never been 
past the last eight — and clinched top spot in Group B. 

Boss Wenger hailed Pires for taking the spot-kick, 
having famously cocked-up when he attempted a trick one 
with Henry against Manchester City a month ago. 

Last night the Frenchman — who has been linked with 


Galatasaray, Valencia and 
Juventus in the past six 
months — insisted he was 
determined to see out his 
sixth season in Europe 
with the Gunners. 


Feeling 

With his contract up in 
the summer and no imme- 
diate signs of a new one, it 
had been thought the 32- 
year-old could be tempted 
by a new offer from else- 
where when the transfer 
window opens in January. 

Pires is likely to receive 
just a one-year offer from 
the Gunners but will hold 
out for two. 

He said: “I am here for 
the season, no question. 

“Yes, I will be talking to 
the club in January but the 
only thing I am thinking of 
is winning something with 
Arsenal this season. 

“T have had this feeling 
since the start of the 
season that we could do 
something special in the 
Champions League. 

“Now we’ve finished top 
of the group, we have a bet- 
ter chance of progressing 
with the combination of 
youth and experience we 
have in the team.

Manchester United have bigger prob- 
lems of their own, and now they need a 
new sponsor as well as a fresh direction. 
Arsenal will come hard, but do they have 
the depth? 

We will probably have to wait for 
Barcelona and Ronaldinho to give Jose 
Mourinho and his men their ultimate 
test. Barca versus the Blues, now that 
would be a tasty Champions League 
Final. 

What we discovered here was that 
Chelsea have repaired any early-season 
rough edges and look in the mood again. 


Intrigue 

Mourinho, of course, never had any 
doubts but there were questions to 
answer after defeats at Old Trafford in 
the league and Real Betis in Europe. A 
Carling Cup exit in the middle only 
added to the intrigue. 

Victory over Newcastle on Saturday 
followed by this stroll means normal 
service has been resumed. We didn’t 
really think anything else, did we? 

Chelsea’s well-oiled machine is run- 
ning smoothly again. And it is going to 
take something or someone special to 
stop them winning a really big prize. 

Anticipating that moment will be like 
waiting for the lottery numbers on a 
Saturday night, nope, not this 
week. l.

again? Chelsea have so many players of 
quality, and here is a good time to praise 
the rebuilding of Joe Cole. 

Cole was so unhappy at being left out by 
England against Argentina recently that 
he let coach Sven Goran Eriksson know 
his feelings before kick-off in Geneva. 

Such is Cole’s new-found confidence 
that his reaction when he finally came 
on, making the winning goal for 
Michael Owen, proved his point. 

He believes he has never played better 
in his career. 

He has lost his inconsistent tag and 
learned so much from Mourinho. Last 
night Cole couldn’t help but express him- 
self in a Chelsea performance that was 
as comfortable as it gets in Europe. 

Cole is now close to being first choice 
with club and country, and it is credit to 
him that he has come so far so quickly. 

Today he is a team player, rather than a 
circus act with no end product. 

His dedication should be a lesson to any 
player who believes there is nothing to 
learn once they hit the heady heights of 
Championship medals and England caps. 

Once Chelsea had scored twice in the 
opening 15 minutes, through Hernan 
Crespo and Ricardo Carvalho, it was not 
difficult for any of their players to enjoy 
themselves. Anderlecht, short of class, 
courage and confidence, were no oppo- 
nents for a side slipping back into form. 

No goals, no points and no hope for 
Anderlecht before the game. They began 
with nothing and ended with nothing. 


It is also significant that 
Chelsea have recovered 
with Eidur Gudjohnsen in 
the team. He remains one 
of the unsung heroes of 
the Premiership, a player 
no-one on the outside can 
understand why he isn’t 
chosen for every match. 

The Icelandic star oozes 
class and makes up for that 
lack of electric pace with a 
brain so much quicker 
than most. 

Think Peter Beardsley 
and Teddy Sheringham 
and you have a picture of 
Gudjohnsen, the ‘Thinking 
Man’s Footballer’. 

He does things without 
fuss and is going to be vital 
if Chelsea reach their tar- 
get of a Premiership and 
Champions League double. 

Better opponents than 
this are waiting for them 
deeper into the season. 
Barcelona, Madrid, 
Lyon, Milan - but 
Chelsea proved here in 
Brussels that their swag- 
ger is back. 

The swagger from boss 
and team that annoys so 
many, but wins so much.

His cross was inch per- 
fect for Crespo, who from 
six yards out eased the 


ball expertly past 
Anderlecht goalkeeper 
Silvio Proto. 


It was Chelsea’s first 
goal away from home this 
season in Europe. 

Crespo’s inclusion had 
been a surprise consider- 
ing most people expected 
him to be left out for 
Didier Dogba. 

The Ivory Coast striker 
was suspended at the 
weekend, which gave the 
Argentinian his chance 
in the side, and he took 
it with a goal against 
the Toon.

Speculation has been 
rife that Crespo will be off- 
loaded in January, so this 
was a huge vote of confi- 
dence from the 
Portuguese boss.

All that Frank 
Vercauteren’s side could 
salvage from their cam- 
paign was the possibility 
of finishing third in the 
group, and therefore a 
place in the UEFA Cup. 

But the Belgian side had

without his key defensive

The Frenchman injured 
his knee at the weekend, 


and last night was 
replaced by Michael 
Essien. 


This meant Gudjohnsen 
started on the ground he 
visited over seven years to 
watch his father play 
when he was with 
Anderlecht. 

But after their opening 
burst none of this really 
mattered. 

The game was com-
